Brother’s new plea over unsolved murder of 35-year-old

THE brother of a woman 
murdered in Harlow 13 years 
ago has made an 
impassioned plea for help to 
catch her killers. 

Freddie Brinkley was 
speaking as officers from 
Essex Police’s cold case team 


launched a fresh appeal for 
information on the 
anniversary of the death of 
mother-of-three Beverley 
Brinkley. 

Ms Brinkley, 35, died in 
hospital four days after her 
badly beaten body was found 
in the lobby of a block of flats 
at The Stow on the evening 
of Sunday, February 2, 2003. 

“Beverley never got to see 


her daughters grow in to 
women and have children of 
their own,” said Mr Brinkley, 
51. “She would have loved 
being a grandmother and 
would have adored them. 

“I’m hoping that now 13 
years have passed since she 
was killed someone will feel 
able to pass on information 
to the police that they may 
have been too scared to say 


back then. 

“Please help our family 
see justice done.” 

Despite an extensive police 
investigation, no-one was 
charged with her murder. 

This week Kevin Macey, 
head of Serious Crime 
Review, said it remained one 
of the “relatively few” 
unresolved homicides in 
Essex.

Budgets under pressure after Government cuts

HARLOW Council’s finance chief has 
said the authority is “just about keep¬ 
ing it’s head above the water” after 
Goverment cuts of more than Elm. 

The authority’s cabinet agreed a 1.5 
per cent increase to its portion of the 
council tax bill at a meeting tonight 
(Thursday). 

The rise - which will be rubber- 
stamped by the full council next week - 
will allow the authority to continue to 
fund popular community services 
including Harlow Playhouse, Pets' 
Corner and the annual fireworks des¬ 
pite a El.lm reduction in the funding it 
receives from Government. 

Council leader Jon Clempner said: 
“We are doing the right thing. This is a 


sustainable budget for the long-term.” 

The Labour-run authority will also 
freeze parking charges at neighbour¬ 
hood shopping areas and retain one- 
hour free. 

But 300 households will be affected 
by plans to change the weekly nappy 
and incontinence waste collections to 
fortnightly and there will also be a 50 
per cent hike in the cost of using the 
council's heavy squad service. 

“It’s doom and gloom and we're just 
about keeping our heads above the 
water,” Cllr Mike Danvers told the 
meeting. 

The portfolio holder for resources 
added: “There are no cuts and no 
redundancies but there's a price to be 
paid with the council tax increase.” 

Conservative opposition leader 
Andrew Johnson raised concerns 


about whether incidents of flytipping 
would increase as a result of the chan¬ 
ging. 

But Cllr Clempner refuted this and 
stated that there is no evidence to sug¬ 
gest this would happen. 

Since 2011/12 the council's main 
grant from Government, which funds 
nearly half of services has reduced by 
more than 65 per cent. It expects to 
make further cuts of £3m up to 2021. 

A total of £416,000 will be added to the 
regeneration fund to support the eco¬ 
nomic regeneration of the town centre 
and £787,000 will be transferred to the 
Discretionary Services Fund to help 
fund increased running costs and sup¬ 
port for community services.

Reduction in 
rents leaves 
less to spend 
on services 

COUNCIL house rents in Harlow 
are set to go down but there will 
be less money for housing 
services under budget proposals. 

From the start of April the 
average weekly rent for tenants 
will be cut from £93.60 to £92.66 
in line with Government 
legislation to reduce rents by one 
per cent over the next four years. 

This change, however, will 
leave Harlow Council with a 
budget shortfall of almost £13m 
up until 2020. 

The authority says it will not 
cut services but will spend less 
on its external garage 
programme, garage painting and 
repairs and project management 
fees for modernising homes. 

Essential 

However, essential works to 
improve fire safety in blocks of 
flats, energy efficiency 
measures, replacing communal 
heating systems and installing 
carbon monoxide alarms to meet 
new legislation will be funded. 

Other housing-related 
proposals include: 

■ Garage rents to increase by 
42p a week to £8.78. 

■ The average weekly service 
charge for tenants will be £2.05. 

■ Communal heating charges 
for tenants on average will go 
down £5.30 a week. For 
leaseholders the average charge 
for communal heating will go 
down by £2.73. 

■ The average communal 
heating charge for supported 
housing tenants will go down by 
£3.82 

Councillor Rod Truan, 
portfolio holder for housing, 
said: “In the last three years 
some of the council’s 
achievements include a five-year 
£100m Housing Investment 
Programme which has so far 
funded 34,688 improvements to 
council homes helping to 
improve tenants’ lives. This 
programme will now be reduced. 

“We’ve also started the first 
programme for more than 25 
years to build council homes for 
rent with 18 homes completed. 
However, our long-term 
ambitions to build more council 
homes is currently on hold.”

“I like to have a chat with 
people, and I thought this 
could be a good opportunity 
as toys can be a lot of money.”

Ms Smart added: “It was 
around seven years ago that I 
started with market stalls and 
then around two years ago I 
opened my first shop in The 
Stow before expanding to my 
present location.

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Man is ordered to 
pay compensation 
after dog attack 

A DOG which bit a woman and attacked other dogs 
could be put down if it is not kept under control. 

The Staffordshire Bull Terrier called Jack was 
involved in three separate incidents in three 
weeks, but despite that magistrates decided 
against issuing an immediate destruction order. 

Instead they imposed a contingency order which 
means the dog will not be put to sleep provided it 
is kept muzzled and on a lead while out in public. 

Steven Bundock, 48, of Rundells, Harlow, pleaded 
guilty at Chelmsford Magistrates Court to being in 
charge of a dog which was dangerously out of 
control. He was given a 12-month community 
order with a 20-day rehabilitation programme and 
ordered to pay a total of £730 in compensation. 

He was also banned from keeping a dog for 12 
months. 

Animal 

The court was told the dog did not belong to 
Bundock but was owned by someone who had been 
staying with him and who had since moved away. 

Philip Pearson, prosecuting, told the court that 
on January 10 Jack had attacked another dog and 
bitten the wrist of its owner when she tried to 
protect her animal. As a result she needed hospital 
treatment for her injury and was left facing a vet 
bill of £680. 

Mr Pearson said Jack had been involved in two 
previous incidents, neither of which were the 
subject of prosecution. 

In the first an elderly man had been knocked to 
the ground after an incident involving two dogs. 

The second happened five days later. “It attacked 
one dog and went to attack another, causing the 
owner to jump on some bins,” said Mr Pearson. 

Emma Davenport, representing Bundock, said 
he hoped Jack could be re-homed.

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No solution to 
kerb parking 

SIR, Inspector Paul Maleary’s 
comments on pavement parking 
are all very well if you live in an 
area built with adequate parking 
facilities (Star, January 28).

Punishing the 
working class 

SIR, Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
is apparently not satisfied with 
having supported the bedroom 
tax and is now enthusiastically 
throwing his weight behind a 
more far-reaching attempt to 
dismantle working class 
communities. 

As the letter in last week’s 
Star makes clear (“Need for 
more council homes”, January 
28), the Government’s new 
Housing Bill would put an end to 
council housing as we know it. 

More than a few people in 
Harlow and across the land have 


reached the end of their lives as 
tenants of the council houses in 
which they raised their children. 
Strong communities have been 
built upon decades of continuous 
occupancy. 

However, one of the stated 
aims of the bedroom tax is to 
encourage housing association 
and council tenants dependant 
upon Housing Benefit to move 
out once their children have left 
home. It therefore acts to break 
up long-standing communities. 

The new legislation would be 
even more destructive of 
community cohesion and 
stability. Council houses could 
never again become permanent 
family homes as new council 
tenancies would last only five 
years. 

The resulting insecurity would 
have adverse effects on family 
life and would also weaken 
tenant solidarity, as some of 
those with temporary tenancies 
would almost inevitability resent 
those with permanent tenancies. 

The new Housing Bill would 
further undermine the 
camaraderie of council tenants 
by introducing different rent 
levels for identical properties. 
Council tenants would be obliged 
to provide proof of income and 
rents would be greater for those 
in higher-paid jobs. 

This mechanism would act as 
a disincentive to seek jobs with 
bigger wage packets. It would 
impede the mobility of labour 
and exert an upward pressure on 
wage levels. 

Rent increases are detrimental 


to the interests of both workers 
and employers. The Housing Bill 
would exacerbate the 
economically dysfunctional 
effects of the system of housing 
in this county. 

In Mr Halfon’s brave new Tory 
world, council tenants will be 
second-class citizens required by 
law to inform the bureaucrats in 
the local civic centre or town 
hall whenever they have a pay 
rise or a pay cut. Perhaps he will 
deign to tell us why he supports 
a bill that will punish working 
class families and deconstruct 
working class communities.

At a loss over 
new junction 

SIR, With regard to the proposed 
junction 7a on the Mil at 
Harlow, an extract from Essex 
Highways’ website says: “Harlow 
has significant traffic congestion 
problems during peak times 
which will get worse as Harlow 
grows.” 

I am at a complete loss as to 
why there is such a desire, an 
appetite, an urgency even to 
build this new junction. Since 
the population of Harlow has not 
increased for the past 20 years I 
guess there must be some 
disproportionate growth in 
traffic volumes. 

At the public consultation in 
Old Harlow last July, Essex 
Highways openly admitted that 
far from easing traffic levels, a 
new junction 7a would have the 


opposite effect and traffic 
volumes would increase to a 
higher level than it would 
without the junction. 

I heard a whisper that Essex 
Highways had never counted a 
single vehicle during its studies 
so I sent an email to Essex 
County Council asking what 
mechanism it used to record 
traffic volumes and whether it 
had completed the air pollution 
assessments. The automated 
response said I would be 
contacted within seven days; 
three months later they have 
replied saying the results were 
not made public but in any case 
have now been superseded and 
will be available in June/July. 

Last week saw a consultation 
on junction 7a at St John’s ARC 
in Old Harlow but it was by 
invitation only, which simply 
confirms that the concerns of 
local residents are, as always, 
not welcome.

is too late.” 

The petition which was launched by

They fear it is a case of not if, but when an 
accident happens following a serious col¬ 
lision on Tawneys Road near the primary 
school in November last year.

Mr Ingall, who is standing in the Bush 
Fair ward in May’s Harlow Council elec¬ 
tions for Labour, said: “When I heard that 
parents of children at William Martin 
School were starting a petition to ask Essex

“My daughter attends the school and this 
is exactly the sort of community initiative 
that I’m keen to support & encourage,” 
added the father-of-three. 

“Its issues like this, that impact on ordin¬ 
ary local people’s lives that have motivated 
me to stand as Labour council candidate 
for Bush Fair. 

“Something needs to be done before 
there is a serious accident and someone is 
hurt,” said Mr Ingall.

They were both ordered to pay 
£243 in compensation, £85 court 
costs and a £60 victim surcharge.

A PRIMARY school which two 
years ago received a critical 
report from Ofsted inspectors has 
been praised for making 
progress. 

Kingsmoor Academy, in Ploy- 
ters Road, Harlow, was found to 
require improvement in all four 
key areas of inspection - achieve¬ 
ment of pupils, quality of teach¬ 
ing, behaviour and safety of 
pupils and leadership/manage¬ 
ment - following its last full 
inspection in June 2014. 

Address 

Every six months since then 
Ofsted inspectors have visited the 
school to check on the progress it 
has been making to address the 
issues that were raised. 

During their visit in December 
the inspection team met with 
school principal Lesley Brennan 
and members of staff as well as 
governors and pupils before mon¬ 
itoring classes and scrutinising 
paperwork. 

Afterwards, the school received 
a report in which it was com¬ 
mended for reorganising the lead¬ 
ership structure, introducing 
fun learning days and giving 
teachers the opportunity to offer 


more feedback. 

“Although they cannot change 
the last Ofsted grade of ‘requires 
improvement’, they monitor how 
we are getting on,” said Mrs Bren¬ 
nan. 

“This time they said we are 
making the required improve¬ 
ments and that we are ready for 


our next full inspection.” 

Mrs Brennan, who took over as 
principal in September last year, 
now feels the school is in a good 
position for its next inspection 
due in June. 

“There is still much more to do

We want them to 
achieve their very best, to feel a 
strong sense of belonging and to 
take pride in their achievements.

COUNCILLORS will debate 
whether there is money available 
to help The Square open new 
premises in Harlow. 

The move follows a petition 
organised by supporter Emma 
Batrick calling for the iconic 
music venue to have a future in 
the town. 

“We petition the council to 
ensure that provision is made to 
supply sufficient funding to the 
new community body that arises 
from SquareOne Entertainment 
which will ensure the survival of 
a key cultural resource,” read the 
petition, which was signed by 
more than 750 people. 

It continues: “The Square has 
been part of Harlow’s community 
for over 35 years. 

“It’s a place where big names 
will play, mix records or tell jokes 
one night, and local schools and 
college groups will get on the 
stage the next night. 

Creative 

“Even for those that aren’t per¬ 
forming it’s somewhere to come 
together and be creative; be part 
of a culture; socialise with like- 
minded people, and create friend¬ 
ships that will last a lifetime. 

“If you go in the ladies’ toilets 
right now the walls are filled with 
writing about what The Square 
has meant. Same goes for the 
Facebook page. A safe place that 
has let people be themselves is the 
main theme.” 

The Fourth Avenue venue 
closed last month after landown¬ 


ers Circle Housing submitted 
plans to redevelop the site into 
housing. 

The proposals were rejected by 
Harlow Council and management 
company SquareOne Entertain¬ 
ment has identified a potential 
alternative site. 

This site, according to the coun¬ 
cil, has significant costs associ¬ 
ated with it to make it suitable 
and the local authority will need 
more information before provid¬ 
ing funding. 

Community 

SquareOne intend to the run 
the new venue as a social enter¬ 
prise, making it available to com¬ 
munity and art groups. 

A report to councillors ahead of 
tonight’s meeting said: “There is 
still much information yet to be 
provided if a financial justific¬ 
ation for council support is to be 
achieved and it is not yet clear 
where and how any balancing fin¬ 
ance could be achieved both to set 
up the enterprise and to keep it 
financially available.” 

Councillors will make a 
decision over the proposals this 
evening (Thursday). 

■ THE Square is appealing for the 
return of signs that were stolen 
from its car park over the week¬ 
end. 

Adam Smith, of SquareOne 
Entertainment, said: “We’re still 
based in the building and we still 
need the signs. 

“We’re not looking to get any¬ 
one in trouble, we just want them 
back.”

Anger after residents are 
barred from Mil meeting 


AN assurance that consultations 
over proposals to build a new 
motorway junction in Harlow will 
resume in June has been given by 
Essex County Council this week 
after more than 50 people were 
turned away from a meeting in 
Old Harlow. 

They had turned up at St John’s 
Arts and Recreation Centre 
believing the meeting was open to 
the public but were refused entry 
because it was an invitation-only 
event. 

District and county councillor 
Mike Danvers accused County 
Hall of “messing up” on the con¬ 
sultation. 

“So many frustrated people 
have been unable to express their 
point of view,” he said. “I could 
not believe so many of us were 


standing outside while Essex 
Highways officers barred our way 
into the meeting. We just wanted 
to be informed and give our point 
of view.” 

However, a County Hall spokes¬ 
man said: “We are currently in 
the process of running a handful 
of meetings targeted at address¬ 
ing localised issues with resid¬ 
ents who will be directly 
impacted. 

“We hope the public under¬ 
stand these meetings are invite 
only to allow discussion of loc¬ 
alised land and access issues.” 

The proposal to build a new 
junction 7a is designed to ease 
congestion around junction 7 at 
Hastingwood and to improve 
access into and out of the town 
during peak times.

Two anonymous letters were received by the 
investigation team following media coverage 
marking the first anniversary of Ms Brinkley’s 
attack but the authors were never identified. 
Police also released descriptions of the two sus¬ 
pects. 

The first was described as white, fairly short, of 
stocky build, aged in his late 30s to early 40s, with 
dark wavy hair on top with a cropped style cut in to 
the back of the neck. He had dark piercing eyes and 
dark stubble. 

The second was also white, younger than the 
first and with blond shaven hair. He was of stocky 
build with long legs. 

Dreadful 

Kevin Macey, head of Serious Crime Review for 
Essex Police, said: “Now 13 years since the murder, 
the case sits with the cold case team at Essex Police 
headquarters. Detectives are keen to hear from 
anyone with information about this dreadful 
murder. 

“The passage of time can be a disadvantage but 
sometimes can assist where loyalties have changed 
and there has always been a belief that the answer 
would come from local people. 

“This is one of relatively few unresolved hom¬ 
icides in Essex and one we would dearly love to 
close with answers.”

COLD case detectives investigating the brutal 
murder of a mother-of-three in Harlow 13 years 
ago have launched a fresh appeal for information 
to bring her killers to justice. 

Beverley Brinkley was found with serious head 
injuries in the third floor lobby area of the flats 
where she lived in The Stow, on Sunday, February 
2, 2003. 

She had been assaulted by two men at around 
7.45pm in what police described at the time as a 
“vicious attack”. 

The 35-year-old mother-of-three died at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital in Cambridge, four days later. 

Despite repeated high-profile appeals to bring 
her killer to justice, no one has ever been brought 
to trial for her murder. 


Answers 


Now, 13 years after her death, detectives 
have launched a fresh bid for answers believ¬ 
ing they could come from the local com¬ 
munity. 

Beverley’s older brother Freddie Brinkley, 
from Harlow, said he hoped that after 13 
years someone will feel able to pass on 
information to police. 

“I miss her more as the years go on 
thinking about all the things we would have 
shared,” the 51-year-old said. 

“I want to see justice for the whole 
family and see the men who killed my 
sister behind bars. 

“Mum died a few years after Beverley 
was killed so sadly she will never see that 
day but I really hope my 80-year-old 
father will be able to see justice done 
while he is still around.” 

Mr Brinkley added: “Beverley never 
got to see her daughters grow in to 
women and have children of their own.

A POLICE officer from Harlow 
found himself taking part in the 
school run after stopping to help a 
driver whose car had broken 
down. 

PC Josh Haase was on his way 
back from helping officers from 
the Metropolitan force with an 
enquiry last Tuesday morning 
when he spotted the stationary 
car on Southern Way. 

The vehicle was parked halfway 
on the pavement and displaying 
its hazard warning lights. 

PC Haase pulled up behind the 
car and after getting out of his 
vehicle he saw that the front 
nearside wheel had completely 
buckled. 

The woman driver told him it 
happened as the driver was nego¬ 
tiating a roundabout on her way 
to taking her two sons to school. 

She was happy to wait for her 
car to be recovered but worried 
about how to get her two sons to 
school on time. 

PC Haase stepped in and offered 


to take the teenagers to school 
while the woman waited for a 
recovery vehicle to arrive. She 
gratefully accepted his offer and 
the boys were more than happy to 
be taxied to school in a police 
car. 

Her 16-year-old son was due to 
catch a train at 8.05am to Bishop’s 
Stortford where he goes to school 
while her 15-year-old son is a pupil 
to a school near Harlow Town 
station. 

PC Haase had just 20 minutes to 
battle through the rush hour 
traffic to make it to the station in 
time. 


He dropped the younger boy off 
outside his school gates then 
battled through the traffic just in 
time for the older boy to make his 
train. 

He said: “I stopped to ensure the 
safety of the driver and passen¬ 
gers and helped as much as I 
could. 

“She was shocked at first at my 
offer to take the boys to school, but 
she really appreciated the offer.” 

On Facebook, Pauline Robinson 
said: “You were our knight in 
shining armour. Hopefully this 
will be the only time they get to 
ride in a police car.” 


10p a week hike will pay for 30 extra PCSOs 


COUNCIL taxpayers will be pay¬ 
ing an extra lOp a week to Essex 
Police to keep 90 PCSOs on the 
streets of the county 
The increase of just under £5 
per household per year on the 
police precept was approved at a 
meeting of the Police and Crime 
Panel on Friday 
It will raise an additional £3m a 
year and enable the county force 
to retain 90 full-time Police Com¬ 
munity Support Officers - 50 per 
cent more than the 60 that had 
been proposed just months ago. 

Police and Crime Commission¬ 
er Nick Alston said: “Whilst I am 
conscious that even small 
increases in tax can cause hard¬ 
ship, Essex Police remains sig¬ 
nificantly under-funded compa¬ 
red with other police forces whilst 
being judged efficient and provid¬ 


ing value for money by Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of Con¬ 
stabulary.” 

The decision to raise the coun¬ 
cil tax precept comes after the 
police grant settlement was 
announced by Chancellor George 
Osborne in December, stabilising 
funding for the county. 

Mr Alston said all the responses 
he received from the community 
in recent months indicated the 
public would be prepared to pay 
extra for a more noticeable front¬ 
line police presence. 

“It is quite clear that people are 
willing to pay for more policing,” 
he said. “People are anxious 
about a visible police presence 
and they are prepared to pay more 
for it. This is the message I have 
heard consistently from com¬ 
munities right across the county 


week by week.” 

However, he added: “It is with 
great regret that, even with this 
increase, 160 PCSOs and 62 cus¬ 
tomer contact administrators will 
be leaving Essex Police in the 
coming weeks and months. I 
thank each and every one for their 
professionalism and dignity.” 

The force needs to save £63m by 
2019/20. 

Chief Constable Stephen Kava- 
nagh said: “The historic under- 
funding of Essex Police continues 
to undermine my ability to deliv¬ 
er the policing I and local people 
expect. 

“An increase of around lOp per 
week will keep more PCSOs with¬ 
in the force, tackle changing 
crime in the county and is the best 
way of protecting and serving the 
people of Essex.”

Family 
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Police release image of man they want to question 


POLICE investigating an assault in which a woman 
had a tooth knocked out have released this CCTV 
image of a man they want to interview. 

The incident took place outside the Goose Fat and 
Garlic restaurant in Bell Street at about 1.30am on 
Sunday, January 24 when two men were involved in 
an altercation. 

The victim, a 20-year-old woman, intervened and 
was assaulted, sustaining injuries to her face which 
resulted in the loss of one tooth and another being 
broken. 

Police believe the man in the CCTV images may be 
able to assist them with their investigation. 

Anyone who recognises him or who witnessed the 
incident is asked to contact PC Phil Rosier on 
Hertfordshire Constabulary’s non-emergency num¬ 
ber 101, quoting crime reference A4/16/48. Altern¬

Patients moved after fire breaks out at neuro centre 


PATIENTS had to be moved when 
fire broke out in a staff area at the 
Jacobs Neuro Centre in the 
grounds of Rivers Hospital in 
Sawbridgeworth. 

The blaze, which happened last 
Thursday is believed to have star¬ 
ted in a member of staff’s bag. No- 
one was hurt. 

The fire service was alerted to 
the incident at the 60-bed clinic in 
High Wych Road at 10.53am and 
crews from Sawbridgeworth and 
Bishop’s Stortford were sent to 


the scene. 

Patients in two wings were 
moved to other parts of the centre 
while the fire was dealt with. 
There was minimal damage and 
normal activity resumed the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

A statement from Ramsay 
Health Care UK, which runs the 
facility, said fire investigators and 
police believed it was most likely 
caused by the malfunction of a 
personal electrical item in a staff 
member’s bag. 


“The fire brigade and police 
extended their praise to all the 
staff at the unit for their response 
and for the fire safety systems that 
ensured everyone was safe and 
the fire and smoke was contained 
in one area,” the statement 
added. 

The centre is on the same site as 
the 52-bed Gardens Neuro Centre. 
Both deliver nursing and therapy 
services for people with complex 
neurological conditions and 
brain or spinal injuries.

OUTH is no barrier for six-year-old 
Hayden Lawless, who makes his 
operatic debut in Madam Butterfly at 
Harlow Playhouse. 

While his peers have toys and afternoon 
television to look forward to after school, the 
youngster from Sumners in Harlow will have 411 
opera lovers for company in theatre’s main 
auditorium. 

“It has been phenomenal for us, and we are 
immensely proud,” said Hayden’s father Ade 
Lawless, 40. 

“We found out one month ago he would get the 
part and we are overjoyed at the opportunity.” 

Madam Butterfly is the latest epic production 
from the Russian State Ballet and Opera House 
and will take in Harlow Playhouse for one night 
only tonight (February 4). 

Performed to Puccini’s most famous score, the 
plot follows the tragic love affair between an 
American naval officer and his young Japanese 
bride Cio Cio San. 

Hayden will play Dolore, the son of Cio Cio 
San. 

“He has been rehearsing from a DVD as it’s a 
travelling company and Hayden’s character is 
played by a different actor at every location,” 
said Ade. 

“He will only get a limited time to rehearse 
with the cast, as they are only performing in 
Harlow for one night. 

“It’s quite a sad story and Hayden is learning 
to look sad. He knows what he needs to do and 
he will be absolutely fine.” 

Hayden’s mother Claire and his sister Sophia 
have also been helping him learn lines, while 
Ade added that his son has paid particular 
attention to perfecting his bowing technique - 
essential for any Japanese character. 

While Hayden’s role doesn’t involve singing, it 



is a major part in a very large scale production, 
which will put his acting skills and nerves to the 
test. 

A major draw of the opera will be a live 
30-piece orchestra performing Puccini’s score, 
while the bright lights, thundering bass and 
glass-shattering soprano can make for quite an 
intimidating experience. 

But Ade has every confidence that Hayden 
will be able to handle the pressure. 

“Both Hayden and his sister have both been 
going to Stagecoach Theatre Arts in Harlow for 
more than a year and he was found to be perfect 
for the role. 

“He is very excited, but as he is only six, he 
may not understand the scale of what he is doing 


until afterwards. But he is very confident and 
has been chosen for roles in school plays before 
while he will be appearing in the Stagecoach 
production of Eddie the Penguin.” 

“The role (of Dolore) is similar to some I’ve 
done myself,” added Ade, whose performance 
skills have taken him to many stages, including 
the opening ceremony of the London 2012 
Olympic Games. 

“Acting runs in our family, but we would 
never push our kids into anything. But I am 
really proud they have chosen acting as it is an 
important life skill.” 

“He is wonderful and outgoing,” said Hayden’s 
newest fan and show producer Alexej Ingnatow. 

“He loves music, singing, dancing and any 
kind of drama or performance activity, as well as 
swimming. He is thrilled to be a part of the 
opera and it is an experience he will remember 
for a long time. 

“His role involves coming onto stage 
pretending to play and sleep next to Cio Cio San 
while she sings. He will come onto the stage a 
few times during the performance.” 

Russian State Ballet and Opera House are 
always a top drawer for Playhouse audiences 
and recently sold out their festive performance 
of The Nutcracker. 

While the singing will be in Italian, high-tech 
surtitles will be projected above the stage to give 
an audience a blow-by-blow translation as the 
opera progresses. 

“No experience is needed to enjoy these 
classics,” said Alexej. 

“Our sets and costume designs, as well as the 
informative programmes make the productions 
very accessible and most of all, enjoyable.”

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Who's winning the race? 



HILDREN are coming out of 
their shells to experience 
ballet for the first time with 
Tortoise and the Hare. 

The 40-minute re-imagining of 
Aesop’s fable is performed by the 
Northern Ballet as part of the 
company’s Short Ballets for Small 
People series. 

“This ballet is a classic tale 
beautifully retold through dance,” 
said artistic director Daniel de 
Andrade, ahead of the performance at 
Harlow Playhouse on February 13. 

“It provides a wonderful 
opportunity for children and their 
families to enjoy live performances 
designed especially for them and will 
hopefully inspire a new-found love for 
dance, music and theatre.” 

The plot remains simple. The 
down-on-his-luck hero Tortoise who, 
tired of being teased for his slowness, 
challenges the speedy Hare to a race. 

But with highly-choreographed 
group dance routines and impressive 
individual performances, the old tale 
is given a fresh lease of life to a new 
audience. 

“Ballet and theatre is a magical 


world,” said Gavin McCaig, who plays 
the protagonist Tortoise. 

“I would encourage parents to 
introduce their kids to the arts for so 
many reasons, the main one being I 
can say it is such a fulfilling pastime. 
To expose children to the arts 
captivates their imagination and 
encourages engagement on so many 
levels. 

“It’s also a great family day out, 
and the kids are sure to love what 
they are seeing on stage.” 

The outcome of the mismatched 
race may seem inevitable but life is 
full of surprises and anything is 
possible on stage, as young audiences 
are learning for the first time. 

After kicking off in Middlesbrough 
on Tuesday, the cast face a tough task 
of giving three, almost daily, 
performances in venues around the 
country before finishing in Leicester 
on June 18. 

One of the challenges of the 
production is how to make the 
plodding protagonist interesting to an 
audience. 

“The character of the Tortoise is an 
interesting one,” said Gavin on 


playing the role. 

“He has this all-knowing aura 
about him, yet is humble, kind, wise 
and reliable. I like to think he is 
everything you’d want to find in a 
tortoise if he could meet you for a 
coffee and have a catch-up! 

“It is quite a challenge to move so 
slowly and with such stiffness 
throughout the show when I have 
trained all my life not to be,” he 
added. 

“Truth be told, I try and feel really 
sleepy and I usually lie down on my 
shell backstage for a while. 

“In my first scene I have just 
woken up after a long sleep, so it 
helps to have been rested.” 

While his energetic nemesis Hare 
is leaping over the stage and his 
co-stars are joining en masse dance 
routines, Gavin has to bring Tortoise 
to life in more subtle ways. 

“This role doesn't require much 
actual dancing so the character really 
is the role,” he laughed. 

“Everything I do from the way I tilt 
my head to the facial expressions I 
make is supposed to encompass this 
lovable and comic character. 


“It changes from show to show too, 
depending on how the audience 
reacts. You learn how much you can 
push or hold back on the comedy or 
facial expressions in order to get the 
best reaction. 

“After the first technical rehearsal 
was out of the way I tried to perform 
each show more and more to what I 
believed the Tortoise would be like.” 

After appearing in Northern 
Ballet’s Elves and the Shoemaker and 
Clog Man on CBeebies, Gavin is 
becoming a master of children’s 
theatre. 

“I love hearing the audience 
laugh,” he added. 

“It’s so fulfilling to know the kids 
and the rest of the audience are 
enjoying the show.

1) We have The X Factor to 
thank for inspiring the idea of 
making a movie. 

Producer Damian Jones, 

51, was flicking through the 
channels one night, in a bid 
to find something aside from 
the TV singing show to 
watch, when he came across 
a rerun of Dad’s Army. 

Curious, he tracked down 
the viewing figures and 
discovered that almost three 
million Brits were still tuning 
in every week to watch the 
nostalgic comedy series 
about a Home Guard platoon, 
which first aired in 1968. 

Inspired, he then 
approached the Dad’s Army 
estate with the idea of 
making a movie. 

2) Screenwriter Hamish 
McColl was understandably 
nervous about embarking on 
the script. 

“Of course, this was the 
holy grail of British comedy in 
many ways and there are a 
lot of arguments to leave it 
alone,” says the 54-year-old, 
whose other credits include 
Mr. Bean’s Holiday. 

“But there is such richness 
and depth in that wonderful 
idea that [original writers] 
Jimmy Perry and David Croft 
had, and such wonderful 
characters, that there really 


was mileage in it.” 

3) A key decision was to 
move the action to a later 
date in the Second World 
War. 

For McColl, the real-life 
subterfuge campaign that 
had been thought up, to 
throw the Germans off the 
scent of their real Day-D 
targets, offered the perfect 
comic potential. 

“I saw photos of members 
of the Home Guard holding 
up inflatable tanks and balsa 
wood planes, and I thought, 
‘This is Dad’s Army!” he says. 
“It’s got all the aspirations of 
war, and all the comedy of 
inflatable tanks.” 

4) Director Oliver Parker, 
along with Jones, was 
looking for actors who could 
make the iconic characters 
their own. 

“We were very clear that 
we were casting Captain 
Mainwaring, not someone 
doing Arthur Lowe doing 
Captain Mainwaring,” notes 
the producer. 

Toby Jones, 49, was top of 
the list from the offset. “The 
fact I’ve cast a smaller guy is 
not to do with Lowe, but 
because this idea of 
Mainwaring as a little 
Napoleon leading the platoon 


seemed intrinsic to me,” 
Parker comments. 

5) Once Jones hopped on 
board, the film-makers found 
a certain momentum picked 
up. “It became, hopefully, 
something we could all do 
together, and all sink together 
if it failed. There’s something 
very Dad’s Army about that,” 
says Parker, laughing. 

Danny Mays signed on as 
spiv Private Walker, Blake 
Harrison as the dreamer 
Private Pike, Bill Nighy as the 
smooth Sergeant Wilson, Sir 
Tom Courtenay as the 
bumbling Lance-Corporal 
Jones, and Bill Paterson as 
the doom-laden Private 
Frazer. 

6) Unlike the TV series, 
women have prominent roles 
in the film, with actresses 
including Sarah Lancashire, 
Felicity Montagu and Annette 
Crosbie all taking part. 

“The cherry on the cake“, 
as McColl puts it, “was 
Catherine Zeta-Jones joining 
us to offer that wonderful 
lustre of glamour.” Parker 
adds: “It was one of those 
things, where she has fond 
memories of Darling Buds Of 
May and this country and this 
was a great opportunity for 
her to reconnect. She really 


connected with the script and 
when this calibre of cast was 
joining up, she didn’t seem to 
hesitate.” 

7) Zeta-Jones now lives in 
Manhattan with husband 
Michael Douglas and their 
two children. 

“My husband, being an 
actor, wanted to work with all 
these guys,” she reveals. “He 
was like [does an 
impression], ‘Oh right, who 
else is it in then? 1 , and I’d go, 
‘Well there’s...’, and the list 
went on, and he went, ‘Boy 
whatever you’re doing, the 
list sounds good, you better 
get on a plane and do that’.” 

8) The Welsh actress plays 
the mysterious femme fatale, 
Rose. “The men are 
competing for her attention, 
which is always fun,” says 
the 46-year-old. 

“She’s flirtatious and plays 
around with these guys, 
which happened off set as 
well.” 

She freely admits there are 
times when she’s used a little 
flirtation to get what she 
needs. 

“Some women would go, 
‘Urgh no’, and boo-hoo that, 
but I have been a bit 
flirtatious to gain in my past,” 
she confesses with a laugh. 

“I have. I’m very happy to 


be open and honest and 
share that with the world.” 

9) On-set flirtation is news to 
Harrison. “I think it was the 
older boys,” says the 
30-year-old actor, grinning. 

“I wouldn’t have the 
confidence. I reckon it’s Tom. 
Tom’s a ladies’ man, a 
charmer.” 

Best known for playing the 
gormless Neil in The 
Inbetweeners, Harrison 
admits he had initial 
reservations about the role. 

“Ultimately, as soon as I’d 
read the script and chatted to 
Oily [Parker] and he started 
mentioning the cast, you’re 
just like, ‘Yeah, I’d probably 
be a bit silly not to get 
involved with this’.” 

10) For Parker, one of his 
favourite moments was 
Jones trying to submerge 
himself in water off the East 
Yorkshire coast, where the 
film was shot, while wearing 

a fat suit. “But he couldn’t, he 
was too buoyant,” he recalls, 
laughing. T 

here was also the moment 
when, as Jones puts it, “I was 
upstaged by a seal”. “I 
couldn’t work out what I was 
doing. I thought, ‘God, I’m a 
comic genius! Look at that - I 
just need to come out of the 
water and I get this big 
laugh’.”

Oriental Lamb, Shallot and Citrus 
Kebabs with Soy and Honey 
Dipping Sauce 

You will need eight large wooden kebab sticks 
soaked in hot water to prevent them from burning in 
the cooking process 

SERVES 4 

Preparation Time; 2 Vi hours 
Cooking Time; 16 minutes 
Ingredients 
Lamb kebabs: 

450g leg of lamb cut into 3cm dice 
24 medium shallots peeled 
8 bay I eaves 

2 tbsp vegetable oil for cooking 
For the marinade: 

2 large oranges, rind grated and then juiced 

1 lime, rind grated and then juiced 

2 tbsp sweet chilli sauce 

2 tbsp dark soy sauce 

3 tbsp hoisin sauce 
1 tbsp vegetable oil 


1 tbsp tomato ketchup 
8 whole star anise 

2 garlic cloves peeled and crushed into a paste 
Freshly ground black pepper 

Dipping sauce to serve: 

1 red chilli diced finely without the seeds 
A handful of coriander finely chopped 
1 tbsp of runny honey 
1 tbsp of dark soy sauce 
1 tbsp of light soy sauce 
A dash of sesame seed oil 
The juice of two limes 
Method 

Mix together all the ingredients for the marinade, 
stirring well. 

Thread a bay leaf onto the first skewer and then 
alternate the shallots and the lamb onto the 
wooden skewer and repeat with all skewers. Lay 
the kebabs in a shallow dish and then pour over the 
marinade and leave to marinate for at least 2 hours, 
if possible overnight, in a fridge. 

Heat a heavy based grill pan or a frying pan, drizzle 
with the oil, heat well then place the kebabs in the 
pan and fry on medium heat for 3-4 minutes on 
each side brushing the kebabs with remaining 
marinade throughout the cooking process. 

Take care not to have the heat too high or you will 
burn the marinade. 

Meanwhile for the dipping sauce mix all the 
ingredients together. 

Serve with a green salad, basmati rice and little 
pots of the dipping sauce.

A DEVASTATING derby demoli¬ 
tion at close neighbours Epping 
Upper Clapton left the Rams’ pro¬ 
motion hopes on a knife edge.

HAWKS boss Danny Chapman 
has warned his side not to be 
complacent as they search for a 
tenth successive victory away to 
Heybridge Swifts on Saturday.

SCRUM-half Charlie Woodington 
refused to call time on Harlow’s 
promotion bid despite a heavy 
derby loss at neighbours Epping 
Upper Clapton. 

The 28-5 reverse (see page 78 
for match report) left the Rams 
in fourth and 14 points behind 
the Thornwood Common-based 
Division Three North East 
leaders. 

With the top two earning 
automatic promotion this 
season, Harlow might need 
Clapton to do them a favour by 
beating second-placed Old 
Cooperians away on April 2, 
which could decide the 
destination of the title.
